To provide for a certain Large Annual Export, and that the Sales 0 
Goods in the Settlements in Africa, and the Ships Cargoes on che Coaſt, 
be under one and the fame unitorm Direction in Price and Returns, without 
which the Plantations have no Security of Supplies ; or is it poſſible to tell 
Goods to Advantage, or to purchaſe Negroes on the Coaſt at Moderate 


Prices. 


It is humbly hoped, that as thoſe Particulars, and conjequently the Pre- 
ervation of the Trade, are not practicable from the Schemes propoſed 
by the Separ ate-T raders. 


And that as the Scheme propoſed by the Company of a 8 ufficient Joynt-Stock, 
is undoubtedly a good, and the beſt Security that can be given for the 
Carrying on this Trade, to the Honour ana Advantage of this Nation , 
the fame will find the Approbation of the Parliament, and the Trade 


thereby be effectually Efabliſhed, 
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
